Official Says Britain, 
France, Belgium Might 
Be Interested — Senate 
Likely to Pass Army Bill 
Tomorrow.

WASHINGTON, March 2. — A 


State Department official told the 
House Military Committee today 
that one foreign Government was 
djecussing with the department the 
possibility of exghanging strategic 
war materials With the United 
States and another was about to 


do so. 

The official, Dr. Herbert Feis, 
representing Secretary of State 
Hull, intimated, however, that re- 
vision of war debt agreements 
might be necessary to accomplish 
the actual exchange. 

Under the existing debt agree- 
ments, he explained, payments 
made under a materials exchange 
agreement would have to be applied 
to interest charges. He expressed 
belief few debtor nations would 
want to enter negotiations on that 
basis, preferring to have their pay- 
ments applied to the principal. 


Three Nations Might Be Interested. 


Chairman May of Kentucky asked 
whether Britain, France and Bel- 
gium would be interested in ex- 
changing war materials with this 
country, inasmuch as Feis had 
named them as the principal 
sources of the materials under dis- 
cussion. 

“It is not inconceivable,” Feis re- 
plied. | 

Feis, who is the department’s ad- 
viser on international economic 


most desirable type of barter in- 
volving war materials was one in 
which both countries wanted the 
commodities for reserves. 

He declined to name the govern- 
ments or commodities involved in 
current and prospective discussions. 

Testifying on legislation to au- 
thorize the United States to acquire 
stocks of war materials in which 
it is deficient, Feis said there would 
be no objection to interchanges of 
strategic materials as far as the 
reciprocal trade agreement act or 
other policies were concerned. 

Two Arms Bills Speeded Up. 

Meanwhile House and Senate 
leaders sped consideration of two 
major armament measures to get 
them out of the way before Sat- 
urday, when President Roosevelt 
will address the 150th anniversary 
session of Congress. 

Democratic Leader Barkley said 
the Senate would conclude its dis- 
cussion of foreign policy and pass 
the $358,000,000 army expansion bill 
tomorrow. 

Senator Logan (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, said in the Senate that 
passage of the United States Neu- 
trality Act “gave the green light 
to the dictator nations of the world 
to move on the democracies.” 

Speaking in behalf of the admin- 
istration’s army expansion bill, Lo- 
gan said that because neutrality 
legislation had given “much en- 
couragement” to Germany, Italy 
and Japan, the United States must 
be prepared to defend itself against 
any possible attack. 


Senator Johnson (Rep.), Califor- 
nia, contributing to the debate, 
suggested this as a foreign policy 
the American people would like: 

“America wants no war and 
America will fight against war. 

“America will have no entangling 
alliances, no commitments, under- 
standings or agreements by which 
we would be taken into the vortex 
of war.” 

The House began consideration, 
meanwhile, of the $499,857,936 War 
Department bill, the largest since 
1922, passage of which also is ex- 
pected tomorrow, and was told im- 
mediately it would be asked to 
“add substantially” to that figure 
in the very near future.

FASCISTS APPROVE 
PAGELLIS ELECTION 


Press Accepts It as Indication 
Policies of Pius XI Will 
Be Continued.

ROME, March 2.—The Fascist 
press today accepted the elevation 
of Eugenio Cardinal Pacelli to the 
papacy as an indication the poli- 
cies of his predecessor, Pius XI,

France and Britain Welcome 

Choice; League Officials Pleased. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, March 2.—Enthusiasm 
was shown by Catholics and Pro- 
testants alike in many parts of Eu- 
rope over the election of Cardinal 
Pacelli to be Pope Pius XII, while 
a cool rescerve was displayed by 
Nazi circles in Germany. 

The choice was welcomed espe- 
cially in rBitain, where the new 
Pope was a member of the papal 
delegation attending the coronation 
of King George V in 1911. 
‘French political quarters heard 
the news with joy, bécause 18 
months ago Cardinal Pacelli spoke 
at Lisieux expressing sympathy for 
France. Catholic deputies said they 
regarded his election as a “favor- 
able omen for peace” and likely to 
bring further sympathy from the 
church for the democracies. 

League of NUations officials at 
Geneva were pleased because they 
believed that Pius XII would follow 
the policies of the late Pope of 
Peace.

Ex-Envoy to Germany Pleads 
Guilty of Hitting Negro Girl— 
Car Did Not Stop.

HANOVER COURTHOUSE, Va., 
March 2—Dr. William E. Dodd, 
former Ambassador to Germany, 
was fined $250 and costs in Hanover 
Circuit Court today on a plea of 
guilty in a traffic case involving

The child, Glois Grimes, was 
struck by an automobile, which did 
not stop, on a highway near here 
last Dec. 5. When indicted by a 
Hanover County grand jury in Jan- 
uary, the ex-Ambassador pleaded 
not guilty and was at liberty under 
$2000 bond pending his trial. — 

Prosecutor Simpkins this morn- 
ing called Dr. C. C. Coleman, a 
Richmond surgeon, to testify that 
the child’s condition was now good. 
The surgeon said there was no frac- 
ture of the skull or bones, but that 
she was unconscious when he first 
examined her in December.

GOVERNMENT URGING MAKERS 
OF PLANES TO MOVE INLAND 


L. A. Johnson of War Dephrtment 
Cites Air Force Transfer to 
Scott Field.

CHICAGO, March 2.—Assistant 
Secretary of War Louis A, John- 
son said yesterday that the Gov- 
ernment was urging airplane man- 
ufacturers to move their plants in- 
land so they might be free from 
the dangers of coastal air raids in 
the event of war. 

Speaking before the Chicago As- 
sociation of Commerce, Johnson 


pointéd out that 90 per cent of 
the country’s plane plants were 
near the Pacific and Atlantic 
coasts, 

“We are consequently telling 
them to follow the general head- 
quarters’ air force inland,” Johnson 
said. “The War Department chose 
Scott Field at Belleville, Ill., as 
the headquarters for the GHQ air 
foree for no other than strategic 
reasons.” Johnson said that as 
the War Department signed con- 
tracts for new planes “we are tell- 
ing them (manufacturers) ‘for 
God’s sake get yourselves estab- 
lished inside the country’s moun- 
tain chains.’”

“The final hour has come and 
the Reds (Republicans) are ready 
to confess officially their defeat,” 
one Burgos newspaper asserted. 

The apparent imminence of a Na- 
tionalist campaign was attested by 
huge caravans of food converging 
on Central Spain in the direction 
of Madrid from as far west as 
Galicia and as far south as Se- 
ville and Malaga. 

At San Sebastian a newly-cre- 
ated Tribunal of Political Respon- 
sibilities, headed by Enrique Suner 
Ordonez, established provisional 
headquarters preparatory to judg- 
ing those accused of helping pro- 
long the Republican resistance to 
Franco. 


REPUBLIC AWAITS 
NEGRIN’S DECISION

MADRID, March 2.—Republican 
Spain, with an army of a half 
million men seasoned by two and 
one-half years of warfare, today 
awaited Premier Juan Negrin’s de- 
cision on whether to fight General- 
issimo Francisco Franco’s Nation- 
alists to the end. 

British and French recognition 
of the Nationalist Government and 
the Yresignation of Manuel Azana 
as President of the Republic be- 
came public knowledge but there 
was no outward reaction among 
the people Madrid. 

An announcement said Negrin 
would broadcast soon to all Spain 
and many looked to that broad- 
cast for a determination of their 
fate. Some thought. the Premier 
would announce constitutional steps 
to elect a new President. 

Azana, now in gxile at Collognes- 
sous-Saleve, France, resigned Tues- 
day, the day after France and 
Britain withdrew recognition of 
Negrin’s administration as _ the 
legal government of Spain and con- 
ferred it on Franco’s Government. 

Under the Constitution a new 
presidential election must be called 
within eight days after resigna- 
tion and held 30 days thereafter. 

An official communique last 
night said Diego Martinez Barrio, 
president of the Cortes (Parlia- 
ment), had assumed the post of 
Azana's interim successor. It was 
understood Martinez Barrio was 
preparing to return from Paris to 
the Madrid-Valencia-Alicante zone 
held by the Republicans.

World War Veteran,

PARIS, 2—France called 
its World War hero, Marshal Henri 
Philippe Petain, back to service to- 
day to become its first Ambassa- 
dor to Nationalist Spain. 

The appointment was announced 
after a Cabinet meeting at Elysee 
Palace as France undertook to halt 


French ports to the Republican 
Government of Spain, in accordance 
with recognition of Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco’s Nationalist ad- 
ministration and apparently in the 
hope the action would hasten the 
end of the civil war. 

The 82-year-old Marshal's ap- 
pointment was understood to be 
for an extraordinary three-month 
mission to cover the closing phase 
of the Spanish war. It was thought 
he would be succeeded by a Career 
diplomat, 

Petain, an old acquaintance of 
Franco, both in Morocco and in the 
French Military Academy, was 
counted on to. form close contacts 
with the Nationalists and the mili- 
tary figures of the Burgos Govern- 
ment, 

His major task, however, will be 
to press French demands for with- 
drawal of Italian troops from 
Spain. 

Discussion Held in Paris. 


French Foreign Minister Georges 
Bonnet discussed the situation yes- 
terday in a closed meeting of the 
Chamber of Deputies Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee. He was reported 
to have said that: 

1. Italian leaders seem to want 
the Spanish war to continue. 

2. Franco has asked Premier 
Mussolini to withdraw his Black- 
shirts. 

The only way to halt the war, 
Bofinet was said to have argued, 
was to persuade the Republican 
Government of Premier Juan Ne- 
grin to give up. 

Despite Franco’s reported request 
for Italian withdrawal, Bonnet told 
the committee that advices from

Petain’s Second Political Job. 

It was the second time France had 
called. on the old soldier Petain for 
political service in a difficult time. 
He served as War Minister during 
the riots of February, 1934. 

During the World War, Petain 
was Commander-in-Chief of French 
forces under the supreme allied 
command of Marshal Foch, and it 
was Petain who led the defense of 
Verdun. 

Petain already had informed Pre- 
mier Edouard Daladier of his ac- 
ceptance of the ambassadorship 
when he was summoned from the 
south of France Tuesday, the day 
after formal recognition was ac- 
corded Franco by France and Brit- 
ain. 

Franco promptly accepted the 
appointment and it was expected 
Petain would leave for Burgos soon 
with a staff of diplomats. 

Officials of the British Foreign 
Office said Franco had requested 
and received Britain’s approval of 
the Duke of Alba as his charge 
d’affaires in London. This appar- 
ently signified that the Duke, Fran- 
co’s agent in London during the 
civil war, would not be the Na- 
tionalists’ first Ambassador to the 
Court of St. James’s.

YOUTH ADMITS BEATING BABY 
50 TIMES AND BRANDING IT 


Held at Lewistown, Pa.; Two-Year- 
Old Girl in Serious Condition 
in Hospital. 

LEWISTOWN, Pa., March 2.—A 
youth quoted by State police as 
saying he beat a 2-year-old girl 
“at least 50 times” in the last few 
months and once branded her with 
a hot stove-lid lifter was held to- 
day while the child lay in a hos- 
pital at Sunbury, 50 miles from 
here. 

The child, Marian Wolf, has been 
unconsicous since Monday. 

State troopers jailed Paul William 
Barrick, 22-year-old former brick- 
yard worker, on a charge of assault 
and battery, and held the child's 
mother, Helen Wolf, as a material 
witness. 

Gray said Barrick first declared 
the child fell against a washing 
machine in a rural home where the 
mother was employed. Later, Gray 
added, Barrick told of beating and 
branding the child. The hot iron 
left two marks on one leg. 

Barrick said he was jealous be- 
cause he was not the child's father.

“Amen,” the faithful responded. 

Pius XII appeared on the bal- 
cony at 6:22 p. m, (11:22 a. m. St. 
Louis time), 13 minutes after the 
announcement of his election. 

Aft.r giving his blessing, he re- 
mained for several minutes, smil- 
ing.down on the crowd. 

Then he raised his hand again in 
blessing and retired, followed by 
the cardinals and attendants. , 

The crowd remained for several 
minutes, then slowly began to dis- 
perse. 

The jam in St. Peter’s Square 
was so great that it took some time 
for all to leave. 

Dusk was falling and the square 
was illuminated only by four small 
clusters of electric lights. 

Special Illumination. 

Workmen began setting flares 
and oil lamps along St. Peter's fa- 
cade, the dome and the Bernini col- 
onnade for the illumination which 
traditionally marks the Pope's elec- 
tion.

The sound was audible as 
far as Castel Gandolfo, the papal 
summer palace, 15 miles away, 

The crowd in St. Peter’s Square 
appeared particularly elated at Pa- 
celli’s election for he is very popu- 
lar with large numbers of Italian 
Catholics. 

Crowds Kneel in Square. 

The relatively large part of the 
crowd kneeling on the pavement 
of the square to receive the new 
Pope’s blessing was striking. 

When the announcement first 
was made that the pontiff had been 
selected, several persons fainted in 
the great crowd before St. Peter's. 

They were carried to a first aid 
station which had been set up be- 
hind the Bernini’ colonnade. 

When the new pontiff visited the 
United States in 1936 he was re- 
ceived by President Roosevelt, two 
days after the latter’s election, at 
Hyde Park. On a quick trip across 
the country by air, he visited Chi-| 
cago, St. Paul, San Francisco, St.

TOKYO, March 2,—The army 
arsenal explosion at Hiraka&ta in 
which* many Japanese were killed 
yesterday “will not interfere in any 
way with the execution of military 
operations” in China, War Minister 
Lieutenant-General Seishiro Itagaki 
assured Parliament today. 

He said the disaster was extreme- 
ly regrettable,” especially in view 
of the sacred war in China,” and 
added that the original cause of 
the series of blasts was not Known. 

A large section of the industrial 
town of Hirakata, 14 miles from 
Osaka, was wiped out. The damage 
had not been calculated, but it was 
enormous. Police said probably 200 
persons were blown to bits or 
burned to death. 

The War Office said only 22 
bodies had been found and that 151 
persons were missing. The number 
injured was 550. 

An insane asylum was burned and 
the fate of the inmates had not 
been learned. Three policemen are 
missing, after rescuing 30 women 
arsenal workers. 

Ten thousand of Hirakata’s 27,000 
population are homeless, The army, 
directing relief, has supplied blank 


ets and ‘hardtack rations for the 
refugees. They are housed at 
Osaka and Kyoto. 

An unofficial report was that a 
careless worker caused the dis- 
aster by dropping a bomb on a 
pile of gunpowder in a loading op- 
eration. The explosions came at 
five-minute intervals. Sheets of 
flame were blown through residen- 
tial streets. Eight hundred houses 
were burned. The concussion dam- 
aged a number. of schools, a hos- 
pital, a spinning mill and other 
factories. 

The explosions started at 38:30 
p. m. and lasted more than an hour. 
The resulting fire was not finally 
controlled until 9 p. m. 

Electric light and trolley services 
were restored this morning in 
Hirakata. 

Kirkata, located on the River 
Yodo, is one of numerous industrial 
communities stretching from Osaka 
north toward Kyoto. The buildings 
include modern factories and 5000 
wooden houses of flimsy construc- 
tion. Hirataka is about 225 miles | 
west of Tokyo.

Choice of Pope Pius XI. 

It is well known in the Vatican 
that the late Pontiff favored Car- 
dinal Pacelli as his successor. Pius 
XI sent him as his special delegate 
to numerous international eucha- 
ristic congresses in all parts of the 
world. Cardinal Pacelli has been 
in this capacity in South America, 
in Canada, in the United States and 
in the Far East. He also repre- 
sented the Pope on important occa- 
sions in France.

A deep 
thinker, he meditates for days and 
weeks before coming to any de- 
cision even on matters of minor 
importance. He is essentially con- 
servative in his views and leanings, 
possessed of an unshakable faith 
‘in the divine eternal mission of his 
church. Perhaps the main trait of 
his character is his fortitude. In 
the earlier days of his career he 
had chosen as his motto the maxim

SHIIP-DAMAGING: ACID 
FIGURES IN SPY TRIAL 


Secret Naval Report Alleged to 
Have Been Turned Over 
to Soviet by Three. 


By the Associated Press, 

LOS ANGELES, March 2.—A 
mysterious acid—cipable of dam- 
aging the metal hulls of 
ships—figured today in the Federal 
trial of two men and a woman ac- 
cused of peace-time espionage. 

The acid, said United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Ben Harrison, was 
obtained from a German freighter 


by a Japanese fishing boat in 1937 
and stored under the guard of 
an Italian at the Mexican port of 
Ensenada, 70 miles south of the 
California border. 

The storehouse, Harrison said, 
burned down in a fire of unde- 
termined origin the day before an 
American Immigration officer was 
shot while trying to stop two men 
from crossing into the United 
States. 

All this information, the pros- 
ecutor asserted, was contained in

Fishing Boat’s Two Flags. 
Harrison, despite defense objec- 


tions, read to the jury from the 
report which listed the fishing 
boat, Flying Cloud, registered to 
Matasuka Tsuida of San Diego, as 
the importer of two cargoes of the 
acid, obtained from the German 
freighter, Edna. 


“The Flying Cloud does little 
fishing,” Harrison said. “It fuels 
from the Sundai Maru, In port, it 
flies an American flag, 
the open sea flies a Japanesae flag. 
It has a powerful radio set capable 
of reaching Japan.” 

Harrison asserted a quantity of 
the acid had been obtained and 
tested. When mixed with salt 
water, it turned to minute bubbles 
just under the surface. It at- 
tacked metals, further investiga- 
tion showed, with a rapid corrosive 
action. 

Two Instances of Use 

The Naval Intelligence report 
went on to relate two instances 
when the acid apparently was 
used: 

Quantities of the acid were be- 
lieved to have been dropped over- 
board at Honolulu by a Japanese 
fishing boat in 1937 near a vessel

CHICAGO, March 2. — Milton 
Jones, 147-pound fighter, was the

Gene Wallace was successful in 
the third round but was erased 
from contention in the quarterfi- 
nals. Wallace defeated Dick Daley 
of Springfield, Ill., 112 pounds, in 
a close decision, then lost to Al 
Noto of Chicago, one of the 
classiest boxers in the tournament. 
Noto took an edge early in the 
fight and held it all the way with 
superior blocking and punching.

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BRITISH AIR FORCE SEEKING 
BILLION IN 1939-40 BUDGET 


Fiscal 


New Figure of $1,103,000,000 Is $431,000,000 
More Than Expenditures for Current 


Year. 


By the Associated Press. ; 

LONDON, March 2.—Air Secre- 
tary Sir Kingsley Wood today sub- 
mitted estimates for the 1939-40 fis- 
cal year starting April 1 which 
would boost appropriations for the 
British air force to more than a 
billion dollars. 

As a consolation to the taxpay- 
er, he announced the strength in 
first-line planes at home on March 
31 would be 1750 planes. 


The estimates call for a record 
gross appropriaotion of £220,262,700 
(about $1,103,133,500), an increase of 
£86,223,700 ($431,118,500) over that 
for the current fiscal year. 

They boost 1939-40 defense costs 
so far announced to £535,426,381 
($2,677,131,905) and the general bud- 
get to £1,070,022,462 ($5,350,112,310). 
The general figure includes more 
than $2,000,000,000 for civil services 
and $1,500,000,000 for the army and 
navy, announced in estimates issued 
in the last three days. 

The air secretary’s statement 
shows the air force personnel would 
be increased by 12,000 during the 
next year to a total of 118,000. This 
would be nearly four times the 1934 
total of 30,000. 

Three new air force commands 
and 47 balloon barrage units are 


lproposed along with three new 
squadrons to strengthen the air 
force in the Middle East. The state- 
ment, while stressing that plane 
production has been speeded up, 
gave no figures for the rate of 
production, 

Recent reliable estimates, how- 
ever, place Britain’s monthly pro- 
duction at 500 planes as against 600 
in Germany and set its existing 
home bomber strength at 650 planes 
against Germany’s 1400. 


Officially the air ministry is con- 
centrating on accelerating the pro- 
gram so as to have 2840 first-line 
planes at home and in overseas pos- 
sessions by March, 1940. 


The expenditure for airplanes and 
balloons alone during 1939-40 will be 
$468,200,000 as compared with $159.,- 
175,000 in 1938-39 and total air 
force costs of $88,354,465 in 1934.

Observers explained 
that the Italian birth rate picked 
up in 1919—after the World War— 
so that more conscripts of that year 
would be available.

WHO PICKED THE CARCASS? 

A Federal grand jury in Kansas City wants to 
know what the late Charles R. Street of Chicago did 
with two mysterious funds paid to him by fire in- 
surance companies from proceeds of impounded pre- 
miums distributed under the terms of the notorious 
O'Malley compromise. 

In 1935, Street received $100,500, which he said was 
used for expenses in arranging the compromise. Street 
was so highly secretive about this fund that he did 
not include its receipt in his income tax return and, 
later, paid a $47,093 income tax assessment rather 
than reveal to whom he had paid the money. 

In 1936, Street received $347,000 from the fire 
insurance companies, a fund as mysterious as the 
first one. Again, Federal income tax authorities 
enter the picture with an assessmen‘ against Street's 
estate. Attorneys for the estate answer that Street 
did not receive the money for his own use. 

Perhaps A. L. McCormack of St. Louis can throw 
some light on the mystery. McCormack, who has 
been subpenaed by the grand jury, admits receiving 
$30,000 from Street im 1936, which he included in an 
amended Federal tax return, filed last year. Asked 
if this sum represented part of the $100,500, McCor- 
mack said it did not and that it was for work done 
in matters not connected with the compromise. 

It is hardly necessary to refresh the memory of 
readers of this newspaper with the background of 
the compromise. Since 1922, the fire insurance com- 
panies, recipients of many valuable privileges from 
the State of Missouri, have resisted the authority of 
Missouri to regulate their rates. . 

When Superintendent Hyde ordered a rate reduc- 
tion in 1922, the companies carried the case to the 
courts, to all the available courts, including the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. They lost. Over 
the protest of Superintendent Thompson in 1930, 
they put a rate increase into effect, and again lost.

It is true that President Ro-sevelt has made over-

These are not vague assumptions. Fortune’s Survey 
of Public Opinion, which forecast within 1 per cent of 
the President’s majority in 1936, shows that 61 per 
cent of the nation’s voters want the budget balanced. 

In answer to the question, “Can you name any in- 
dividual, offhand, in either party, who would be 
your choice to succeed Roosevelt?” no candidate 
whom any New Dealer would designate as a “lib- 
eral” received more than 1 per cent of the votes.

A German-American’s Credo

From an Address by Carl Schurz in 1897. 


This is our land. Its welfare is our wel- 
fare. Its honor is our honor. Its greatness 
is our greatness. Its future is our future. 
Our freedom originates in the freedom of 
all. 

In this Republic there is no German poli- 
tics, and I believe that I represent the opin- 
ion of my comrades of German descent 
when I say that in this Republic there shall 
be no German nor any other foreign poli- 
tics—no politics that seeks to serve for- 
eign interests, , . . 


ARL SCHURZ was born in Liblar, on 
( tne Rhine, March 2, 1829. His parents 

made every sacrifice to help their son to 
the career of which he dreamed—a pro- 
fessorship of history. However, this aspi- 
ration and the whole tenor of his life were 
altered by the German revolutionary move- 
ment of 1848-49, 

Like thousands of young Germans who 
beheld in the United States their ideal of 
popular government, Schurz was swept along 
in the movement, To this day, no incident 
of the revolution is better known than his 
rescue of his friend Kinkel from Spandau 
prison; no other has in it more elements of 
romantic daring and unselfish heroism. 

After brief residence in England and 
Paris, Schurz set sail for America in Au- 
gust, 1852, establishing residence in Philadel- 
phia. He speedily acquired remarkable mas- 
tery of the English language. In 1856, he 
purchased a small farm in Watertown, Wis., 
and was almost immediately drawn into 
Republican politics, espousing the anti-slav- 
ery cause with the same ardor and enthu- 
siasm he gave to the revolution of 1848, 

* * * 


Schurz was admitted to the. bar and, in 
1860, was chairman of the Wisconsin dele- 
gation to the Chicago Republican conven- 
tion which nominated Lincoln, The anti- 
slavery cause had his warm support. For his 
many services, Lincoln wrote, “to the ex- 
tent of our limited acquaintance, no man 
stands nearer my heart than yourself.” A 
few months later, when war had begun, 
Schurz was appointed Minister to Spain. 

In April, 1862, Schurz resigned as Minister 
and was appointed: Brigadier-General of 
volunteers, with a division in Fremont’s 
army. He soon won the respect of his of- 
ficers and men for his ability and courage. 
On one occasion, Lincoln stated that “the di- 
vision commanded by Gen. Schurz impressed 
the presidential party as the best drilled and 
most soldierly of the troops that passed be- 
fore them.” On March 14, 1863, he was pro- 
moted to Major-General. Immediately after 
Lee’s surrender, he resigned. 

Schurz traveled from July to September, 
1865, through the South and reported to 
President Johnson at length on conditions 
there. Since, however, Schurz thought ex- 
tension of the franchise to the Negroes 
should be a condition to the readmission of 
the Confederate states, his report was un- 
welcome to Johnson, who neither acknowl- 
edged its receipt nor allowed it to be pub- 


lished until Congress demanded it. 


Schurz now entered on the journalistic | 


phase of his career and at the invitation of 
Horace Greeley became the New York Trib- 
une’s Washington correspondent. Resigning 
in 1866, he became editor of the Détroit Post 
for one year, following which he became 
joint editor, with Emil Preetorius of the 
Westliche Post, in St. Louis. He was elect- 
ed to the Senate from Missouri, and on 
March 4, 1869, took his seat in Washington. 

In the Senate, he soon joined the anti-

his incessant attacks upon public corrup- 
tion. The news that he would speak at a 
given hour usually crowded the public gal- 
leries. He was one of the first to introduce 
a bill to create a permanent civil-service 
merit system. His senatorial career, in the 
words of Bancroft, was distinguished by “ex- 
ceptional seriousness and dignity.” 

In 1876, on the personal assurance of 
Hayes that he would promote civil service 
reform and would restore the South, he sup-

On leaving the Cabinet, Schurz joined the | 


editorial staff of the New York Evening 
Post, becoming a close friend of the famous 
Edwin L, Godkin. Beginning in 1892, he for 
six years contributed the leading editorials to 
Harper’s Weekly. In 1898 his connection 
with Harper’s was ended by his refusal to 
support the drift toward war with Spain. 
When the war came, Schurz warmly opposed 
it, as he did the annexation of the Philip- 
pines, declaring that fatal violence was be- 
ing done the anti-imperialistic, peace-loving 
ideal of America. 

Schurz once wrote that foreign-born citi- 
zens were “more jealously patriotic Ameri- 
cans than many natives are,” since they 
watch the progress of the Republic “with tri- 
umphant joy at every success of our demo- 
cratic institutions, and with the keenest sen- 
sitiveness to every failure, having the stand- 


ing of this country before the world con-| 


stantly in mind.” This describes his own 
attitude toward his adopted country. 

The latter years of his life Schurz gave 
to literary labor, letters on public questions 
and occasional public speeches. He was for 
years president of the Nation Civil Serv- 
ice Reform League and of the Civil Service 
Reform Association of New York. In every 
mayoralty election in New York, in which 
he resided from 1881 on, he was an influence 
in the struggle for good government. 

Indeed, he held in his last years the unique 
position of a veteran statesman, a public- 
spirited citizen and political philosopher, 
battling uninterruptedly for his conception 
of an America minding its own business and 
keeping aloof from foreign aggression and 
foreign involvements.

Administration Supporters

WASHINGTON, March 2—A dis- 
pute between two Government 
home financing agencies appeared 
today to be headed toward the 
White House for settlement. 

John H. Fahey, head of the Home 
Loan Bank system, testified yes- 
terday before a Senate sub-com- 
mittee against an expansion of 
mortgage insurance limits for the 


Federal Housing Administration. 


One Senator, who asked that his 
name not be used, said administra- 
tion supporters wanted Senator 
Barkiey (Dem.), Kentucky, to ask 
President Roosevelt to decide the 
matter. Democratic Leader Bark- 
ley is a member of the banking 
sub-committee considering the FHA 
bill. 

Fahey read the sub-committee a 
highly critical letter from the Home 
Loan Bank Board. He said this 
had been sent to the Budget Bu- 
reau last month. 

The letter protested that FHA 
was not confining its operations to 
new construction but was refinanc- 
ing homes already built “at expense 
and risk to the Government and at 
the cost of numerous fees to the 
home owner.” 

The Home Loan Bank system 
was established in 1932 to act as a 
credit reservoir for home financing 
agencies. Its board has set up a 
Deposit Insurance Corporation to 
protect shareholders in building 
and loan associations and expanded 
the system until affiliated agencies 
have assets of more than $4,000,- 

The FHA was established to stim- 
ulate construction by insurance of 
mortgages or payments by the 
owners. 

Stewart McDonald, FHA admin- 
istrator, has urged Congress to 
double its present insurance limit 
of $3,000,000,000 and continue nu- 
merous other powers scheduled to 
expire July 1,

Circus Headquarters

SARASOTA, Fia., March 2. 


New: 


OT one flaming poster, not a 


single gaudily emblazoned bill 
proclaims that this is 
the community where the circus 
spends the winter. Here no thrill- 
ing 24sheets, no astounding art 
work to point the way. 

It requires two natives, a road 
map and, at long last, a neatly 
lettered sign to point out the winter 
headquarters of Ringling Bros. 
and Barnum and Bailey. There 
are no barkers, no shills, no saw- 
dust and no les on the 700 
acres that comprise the circus's 
winter quarters on the outskirts of 
Sarasota. 


Even that fine, pungent aroma, 
the circus smell, is lost in the 
piny woods, Well, almost! Here 
the circus takes it's hair down for 
five months out of the year and 
relaxes under a warm, indolent 
winter sun. The performers, the 
stars of the aerial bars, the tight- 
wire and a hundred other hazard- 
ous contraptions, scatter to the 
four winds: to tour Europe, to 
play in what remains of vaude- 
ville, to appear in amusement 
parks or to rest. 


Here there is no big top. The 
hundreds of animals, ranging from 
the ferocious beasts of the im-

‘horses, are housed in barns and 


sheds. A couple of pet zebras and 
two tame elephants roam the back 
woods, but the rest of the animals 
loll in the sun, in heavily barred 
sheds for the jungle cats, and in 
open barns and pens for the ele- 
phants, the rhinos, the hippos, the 
horses and the giraffes.

Stomach Masses

OR those of my readers who 
F like large words, I suggest 
“onychophagy.” An onychoph- 
agist is a person who habitually bites 
his fingernails. Some people also 
habitually swallow hair which they 
pull out of their own heads. Every 
once in a while a puzzled doctor 
comes in contact with what is 
known as bezoar, or hair ball, in 
the stomach, which is a mass of 
hair and fingernails. 
This condition usually arises in 
people of subnormal mentality. A 
typical case was that of a servant 
girl, 15 years old, who complained 
of nausea and vomiting. There had 


lbeen a rapid loss of weight and con- 


siderable weakness. She admitted 
that when she was a child she used 
to chew and swallow her hair; but 
at present, she said, she only bit 
her fingernails. However, her par- 
ents stated that during the night 
while the patient was fast asleep, 
she had been observed to seize her 
hair, tear it out and place it in her 
mouth. When her stomach was 
opened, an immense hair ball was 
found, which completely filled the 
stomach.

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CHAPTER ELEVEN. 


HERE are many good reasons 
Tt explain the findings of psy- 
chologists in respect to the 
harmful effects of education. In my 
files are more than 100 clippings of 
statementsiby noted educators and 


tion which point out the faults in 
our present educational system. 
However, I shall confine my state- 
ments to the causes revealed by 
my egperiences with individuals 
and to the results of studies made 
by other psychologists. 

The process of developing an ef- 
fective personality is the process of 
acquiring extrovert habits, already 
described. It consists of acquiring 
skills which increasingly convert 
the energies of the individual into 
useful and satisfying channels. The 
child is predominantly a consumer; 
it consumes or absorbs more than 
it produces. The effective person- 
ality must be primarily a producer, 
producing more than it consumes. 
In other words, the effective person 
must acquire a predominance of 
skills which will be pleasing and 
nseful to other people first, 
and only secondarily satisfactory 
to himself. 
to the child. The personality must 
give itself to the world. 

Education, while it helps cultivate 
many desirable and extroverting 
habits, is essentially a period of 
absorption. The habits it cultivates 
most are the habits of listening, 
reading, and studying. The longer 
this process continues, the more 
these habits of absorption become 


high school, college, post-graduate 
and extension courses, the habits 


deferred. Increasingly the individ- 
ual is prepared to learn more, to 
read more, to listen more, and to 
do less. The habits of absorbing, 
the introvert habits, become _ so 
predominant that, upon graduation, 
the student often has no idea of 
what he should do next. One of 
my clients, an undergraduate in one 
of our great Eastern colleges, re- 
marked that it was considered bad 
form to ask a senior what he was 
planning to do after graduation. 
Even when students have a voca- 
tion in mind, it often takes them 
years to acquire the basic work 
habits required in their fields. 

In many cases in my experience, 
the habits of absorption had

The extro- 
vert, or the person with enough de- 
sirable skills, does not have to 
study psychology. He practices it. 
Habits that are sound from a psy- 
chological point 6f view can no 
more be acquired from books on 
psychology than can the habits of 
golf from a book on golf, or the 
skills of swimming from a book on 
swimming. I have warned probably 
more than a thousand people 
against the excessive reading of 
psychology. There is no more rea- 
son for the extensive study of psy- 
chology by adults than there is for 
their reading of books on anatomy 
and medicine. Both habits tend to 
produce hypochondriacs, and are 
symptoms of over-education, exag- 
gerated habits of absorption.

the standards in mathematics are 
far more exact and exacting. The 
more slipshod the habits which 
a subject permits, the more 
harmful it becomes to the de- 
velopment of desirable person- 
ality traits. These statements ap- 
ply to general trends, not to the 
exceptional pupils who rise supérior 
to the laxities of their educational 
environment, no matter what sub- 
jects or courses they take. 

While this section was in prepa- 
ration, several articles and reports 
have appeared in print illustrating 
the tendency to lower educational 
standards. In New York City the 
high school requirements in mathe- 
matics, foreign languages, and his- 
tory have been made optional, A 
responsible committee of 12 import- 
ant educators after a year of study, 
have submitted their report in 
which they recommend that pass- 
ing grades or marks be abandoned, 
and that all children be passed 
automatically. from one grade to 
another regardless of their stand- 
ing. The effects of such a plan on 
the work habits and the sense of 
responsibility’'among children would 
be devastating. 

The revolt against marks and 
grades in figures has continued for 
years, and has become increasing- 
ly successful. And yet the marking 
system is one of the few definite 
points at which education resem- 
bles the actual world with its sys- 
tems of incentives and rewards, its 
mixture of justice and human fal- 
libility. I have explained to my 
own children many times the sim- 
ilarity bétween this aspect of their 
education and their future experi- 
ence. Good marks are obtained in 


ne 


two ways, first by doing good work 
and second by learning how to) 
please the teacher—the latter is as! 
important as the former. Voca- 
tional progress and good wages are 
achieved not simply by doing good 
work but by doing it in ways which 
will please the bosses. One repre- 
sents a kind of academic intelli- 
gence, the other represents intelli- 
gence in making personal contacts, 
that is good extrovert habits of pay- 
ing attention to the interests and 
wishes of other people. The lat- 
ter may be even more important 
than the former. 
oa . 

VERY step in the lowering or 
F. retaxation of educational dis- 

cipline and standards accentu- 
ates the role of formal education 
as a wet nurse and encourages the 
intellectual and moral sucking 
habits of its pupils. 

With all the years and varieties 
of education it is a tragedy that so 
many people should finish without 
any special fitness and no idea of a 
vocation. So many come to me for 
an examination which will help 
them select a career or discover 
some hidden talent. They seldom 
realize that talents are made rather 
than found, and that the time to 
consider aptitudes is while there 
is still time to develop them. 

There are two critical points at 
which capacities and possible tal- 
ents should be examined, one just 
before a high school course is de- 
cided on, whether it should be a 
scientific course, a liberal arts 
course, an industrial trades course, 
a course in music, art, or a com- 
mercial course. The second critical 
point for a vocational examinatior: 
is just before deciding upon a col- 
lege course. 

Psychologists have made remark- 
able progress in testing and diag- 


? inosing aptitudes which suggest the 


kind of education best calculated 
to develop them. However, such 
examinations usually require eight 
to 10 hours; whereas the present 
educational ‘system is better 
equipped to give its students eight 
years of the wrong kind of educa- 
tion than eight hours of competent 
diagnosis. 

An effective personality requires 
not only a variety of skills, but rel- 
ative superiority in a few fields.
